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Applicant's arguments submitted 12/12/06 are not persuasive. The Wilson 
reference teaches two separate pump chambers, with each head having a feed side 
and a retentate side. Giving the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claims, the 
feed side and the retentate side of the same pump chamber can be two separate heads 
in Wilson. Alternately, feed side of the first chamber can be the primary feed head and 
retentate side of the second chamber can be the secondary retentate head.
